Firms In South 


CHARLOTTE, N. C. — The 
foreign import problem and the 
impact of increases in the fed- 
eral minimum were the chief 
subjects discussed at a meeting 
of the local knitted outerwear 
group held here at the Barringer 
Hotel on Wednesday, February 
15. 

James F. Nields, president of 
the National Knitted Outerwear 
Association, in opening the ses- 
sion pointed out that this 
was the first meeting of local 
knitted outerwear and_ fabric 
producers of the Southwest. It 
has been Association practice, 
he said, to arrange for such visits 
from time to time to the various 
regions in which groups of mills 
in the industry have tended to 
settle. Charlotte is increasingly 
becoming the center of another 
such region, so that when the 
Piedmont Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Association for Textile 
Technology also recognized this 
fact “to the extent of asking us 
to join with them in sponsoring 
a dinner meeting to be devoted 
to our industry, we felt this to be 
a suitable occasion for conven- 
ing a preliminary special session 
of our own for discussion of re- 
cent developments of interest to 
this sector of the industry; and 
thus today’s program was con- 
verted into a double-header.” 

Sidney S. Korzenik, executive 
director and counsel to the As- 
sociation, reviewed recent data 
on the volume of imports of 
articles competitive with the 
products of the industry. He ex- 
plained that the problem was 
one which the industry shared

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Synthetic Fibers 


Cites Ties With Knitwear Industry 


CAMDEN, S. C.—The close relationship between the industry’s 
great expansion in recent years and its increased use of synthetic 
fibers, especially Orlon, has created a bond of common interest be- 
tween the industry and the DuPont Company which it is for both 


cooperatively to exploit, Sidney S. 


counsel of the National Knitted 
Outerwear Association declared 
at a meeting of DuPont execu- 
tives held here at the company’s 
chief Orlon-producing plant on 
Thursday, February !6. 

After tracing the growth of the 
industry from 1954 to date, Mr. 
Korzenik pointed out that it was 
not an unrelated accident that it 
coincided with the expanded use 
of synthetics by knitted outer- 
wear manufacturers. The knitted 
outerwear industry, he ex- 
plained, ever since the early days 
of the century when it was de- 
scribed as the “fancy knitgoods” 
industry has always dispiayed a 
great interest in the creation and 
development of novelties. That, 
Mr. Korzenik added, may ex- 
plain the industry’s high degree 
of receptivity to new fibers and 
new ideas, and why the industry 
proved so quick to respond to 
the new offerings. 

By contrast, Mr. Korzenik re- 
ferred to the .ecent meetings of 
the American Association for 
Textile Technology in New York 
City where a number of speak- 
ers raised a chorus of protest 
against the multiplication of 
synthetic fiber types and called 
for a moratorium on the intro- 
duction of new man-made fibers. 
Mr. Korzenik thought it signifi- 
cant that most of those who ex- 
pressed such complaints at the 
AATT sessions were associated 
with woven textiles whereas it 
was a speaker of knitgoods’ 
background and interest, Mr. 
William Doniger, of McGregor 
Sportswear, who used the oc- 
casion to point out the valuable 
contribution that new synthetics 
had made to the expansion of 
the sweater and knitted shirt 
market. 

Tied to Style 


But, according to Mr. Korze- 
nik, new fiber types should be 
properly presented if the knitted 
outerwear industry is to make 
prompt and profitable use of 
them. It is ideally desirable if at 
the outset a new fiber type can 
be related to an appropriate 
style genre. He pointed as an ex- 


Korzenik, executive director and 


ample to the important relation- 
ship between coarse denier Or- 
lon first brought out several 
years ago and the boost which it 
gave to sweaters of the bulky 
style class. 

It is also important, Mr. Kor- 
zenik urged, that sufficient ad- 
vance research be done in prac- 
tical application to knitgoods 
manufacture and that the results 
be made available to the industry 
to guide it in its use of the new 
fiber type. Otherwise, some con- 
fusion may follow among knit- 
ters over such matters as the best 
method of dyeing. On such 
questions the fiber sponsor can 
render valuable service and 
avoid costly experimentation 
and delays on the part of the 
knitter. 

In the course of his talk, Mr. 
Korzenik also urged the revived 
use of a joint committee that ex- 
isted in previous years consisting 
of personnel appointed by the 
National Knitted Outerwear As- 
sociation and the DuPont or- 
ganization, the function of which 
was to consider problems en- 
countered in the use of certain 
fiber types and practical solu- 
tions. Many of the technical bul- 
letins sent by the Association to 
its members contained the gist 
of committee discussions and 
proved helpful to many. 

Orlon blends were pointed out 
by Mr. Korzenik as an area in 
which additional industry guid- 
ance would be helpful. Blends 
gave rise to an infinite number 
of possibilities and experimenta- 
tion by knitting mills can be 
time-consuming, costly, and 
often frustrating. It would be 
helpful, he urged, if more in- 
formation could be made avail- 
able as to what blends and in 
what proportions yield the best 
results for certain purposes. 


Start At Top 


Mr. Korzenik stressed the im- 
portance of promoting new ideas 
“from the top of the style pyra- 
mid downward,” suggesting that 
in this manner all sections of the 
industry were likely in the end 


to benefit most. He also ex- 
pressed the hope that when in- 
troducing and promoting new 
ideas, the DuPont organization 
would do so through traditional 
sweater houses instead of recent 
entries into the industry from 
other branches of the garment 
field whose management may be 
basically unfamiliar with the 
characteristics of knitgoods and 
its market. 

“There is a special expertise,” 
said Mr. Korzenik, “that belongs 
to the long - experienced knit- 
goods man. It lies only partly in 
manufacturing technology; it lies 
only partly in understanding the 
fine points of the product. It is 
in large measure the develop- 
ment of a sixth sense for fore- 
seeing what the market will ac- 
cept, how to merchandise it, 
how long to stay with it, and 
when to drop it and strike out 
for something new. That sensi- 
tivity is an essential qualification 
for this business. For lack of it 
some large companies that en- 
tered the sweater field quit it 
after a brief interval. In some 
cases they were large firms which 
had built a reputation in gar- 
ments cut and sewn of woven 
fabrics. It was not for lack of 
mere technical assistance, nor 
manufacturing skill, for they 
could buy both of these, but for 
lack of this hypersensitivity to 
knitgoods’ possibilities that they 
finally withdrew from this com- 
petitive arena. We think DuPont 
will best assure the success of its 
new ideas and the industry will 
most profitably utilize them if 
veteran sweater houses are used, 
and the appeal of the ‘hot pro- 
moter’ is avoided. 

“The material that goes into 
the making of a sweater is im- 
portant and the industry well 
realizes that. What the knitter 
does with it in manufacturing, 
in styling, in merchandising, the 
synthetic fiber producer must 
understand is surely no less im- 
portant.” 

Much of Mr. Korzenik’s talk 
was devoted to an analysis of 
the knitted outerwear industry 
and its economics. He said: 

“In the aggregate this indus- 
try is large. The value of its gar- 
ment shipments alone are in 
excess of one billion dollars an-

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Warp Knitting Equipment

THE Fouquet circular warp knitting machine, not the first of 
this type which has been made available to the warp knitting indus- 
try, is certainly the only post-war machine in this field which has 
successfully survived numerous attempts to build a serviceable 
machine of this kind. The machine is designed to knit Milanese 


fabric, that is ‘double-atlas’ laps 
without the slack return courses 
normally associated with the At- 
las structure. 

Originally, Milanese fabrics 
were knitted on straight-bar 
warp machines specially con- 

structed to knit this kind of 
fabric. These complicated ma- 


chines were slow in action and 
generally cumbersome and in 
| addition, the layer of threads 


which formed the face side of 
the fabric during their traverse 
across the machine in one direc- 
tion, then formed the reverse 
side of the fabric on their return 


' journey, thereby introducing a 


source for fabric variations into 
the knitted structure. 

The most famous of these 
earlier models was undoubtedly 

the Maratti machine. Since the 
war, however, it is only the Di- 
agonal machine built by Messrs. 
Frauz and Planck in Rottenburg, 
Germany, which seems to have 
established itself as a standard 
machine. 

This circular warp unit does 
not suffer from any of the dis- 
advantages associated with Mil- 
anese manufacture on_ the 
straight bar machine; knitting is 
done on a continuous basis and 
is, therefore, much faster. The 
upper layer of yarns form the 
inside of the fabric at all times 
while the lower layer forms the 
outside of the fabric tube with- 
out change. The fact that a cir- 
cular machine is being used in 
no way impairs the excellent 
qualities associated with the 
Milanese structure; the fabric 
has a great deal of elasticity 
horizontally and practically none 
in the vertical direction. It has 
great run-resistant properties and 
keeps its shape well. The fabric 


lace is particularly attractive and 
regular and this is associated 
with good draping properties and 
a soft handle. 

Mila: ese fabrics are used 
Princip: ly for knitted outerwear 
and sw nwear. The fabric can 
ilso b used for men’s and 
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women’s underwear of all kinds. 

The Diagonal machine is 
available in the following 
gauges: for outerwear, 12 nee- 
dles per inch, 15 needles per 
inch and 18 needles per inch; 
and for underwear 26 needles 
per inch and 30 needles per 
inch. 

In view of the fact that in 
recent years jersey type fabrics 
have become particularly popu- 
lar, it can be said that the cir- 
cular Milanese machine forms a 
valuable addition in the range 
of knitting machinery able to 
knit this kind of fabric. Fabrics 
from this machine closely re- 
semble woven structures in ap- 
pearance. The reverse side of 
the fabric is used as the effect 
side. 

With regard to the finishing 
of fabrics from the Diagonal 
machine, this may, in addition 
to dyeing and steaming, include 
a very light milling treatment. 
Milling will impart smoothness 
to the fabric face, but on the 
other hand, if too heavy, will 
lower the elastic properties of 
the cloth. The Diagonal Milan- 


ese machine is able to knit, in 
addition to plain Milanese fab- 
ric, a large variety of patterns. 
The ordinary Milanese structure 
can be varied by entering yarns 
which differ in color, count or 
fibrous composition. Simple de- 
signs incorporating diagonally 
running stripes can be produced, 
when using warp yarns on one 
set of sectional beams which 
differ in one way or another 
from the warp thread used on 
the other set of sectional beams. 

It goes without saying that the 
machine is also able to produce 
a structure which resembles an 
ordinary plated fabric by using 
in one of the two sets of sec- 
tional beams warp yarns which 
differ in fibrous composition 
from those used in the other set 
of sectional beams. 

As has already been men- 
tioned, underwear fabrics knit- 
ted from rayon, Perlon and 
nylon in counts ranging from 20 
denier to 100 denier are pro- 
duced on the finer gauge ma- 
chines from 26 to 30 needles 
per inch. Machines in this gauge 
group can also be used for pro- 
ducing the lighter type of outer- 
wear fabrics, and, by using syn- 
thetic yarns in low deniers, it is 
possible to knit fabrics which 
are particularly light and lofty 
and have a very regular loop- 
structure. By omitting certain

warp yarns at predetermined in- 
tervals, a variety of open work 
fabrics can be knitted. 

Photograph shows the general 
construction of the machine. 
The four support pillars rise 
vertically from the heavy base 
plate and are held together by 
the upper machine ring. These 
support pillars carry the adjust- 
able bearings of the upper and 
lower lapping mechanisms and 
forming at the same time the 
support elements for the needle 
cylinder and the cam jacket. 
Fitted to the base plate are also 
the electric motor, and the drive 
for moving the cam jacket and 
the lapping mechanisms. The 
plate also supports the fabric 
take down with its own drive 
and the fabric roll up attach- 
ment. 

Unlike the Maratti machine, 
the Diagonal works very quietly 
and makes almost no noise at 
all. There is also very little vi- 
bration. Because of this, there is 
very much less wear and tear on 
parts and a consequent longer 
machine life. 

The machine is equipped with 
individually moving latch nee- 
dles which are fitted vertically 
into a fixed cylinder. The nee- 
dles are moved up and down 
for clearing and knocking over 
by cams in the rotating cam 
jacket. The cams actuating the 
needles are rather low so that 
compared with other latch nee- 
dle knitting machines there is 
very much less strain on the 
needles. The cam jacket, to 
which the cams are screwed, 
are made from high grade steel. 
has twelve loop forming points 
and runs on ball bearings in an 
oil bath. Loop forming thus is 
effected on a continuous basis 
and this explains the very quiet 
run of-the:machine. 

The yarn is fed to the needles 
from sectional beams carried in 
ball-bearings and warped in the 
normal manner, in such a way 
that both the upper lapping 
mechanism and the lower lap- 
ping mechanism each have sec- 
tional beams. The two lapping 
mechanisms move in opposite 
directions, the upper mechanism 
towards the right and the lower 
one towards the left, thereby

Features Of Model ‘LHDS-6 Circular Links Machine 


NORRISTOWN, Pa. — Wildman Jacquard’s recently developed 
Model LHDS-6 supplants the company’s Model LH-6 circular links 
and links machine. All the regular features of the LH-6 machine 
have been retained in the revised and improved model, including 
three-color yarn changers independently controlled at each of the 


six feeds, automatically adjusted 
stitch cams for both cylinders at 
each feed and an automatic card 
control automatic. The latter 
provides for automatic changes 
from separating course to French 
welt edge to 1 x 1, 2 x 2 and 
tubular cuff to body fabrics, as 
required. An automatic oiling 
system and a two-speed vertical 
motor drive with jogging features 
are also provided. 

The new 30-inch diameter 
LHDS-6 is capable of producing 
a much wider variety of fancy 
stitch fabrics. It is available in 
cuts from 3 to 12%4 needles per 
inch. 

The lower cylinder jack cam- 
ming has been completely re- 
vised to permit the automatic 
selection of individual needles at 
each feed for knit or transfer or 
tuck or welt. This four position 
selection potential now permits 
each feed to form stitch combina- 
tions that were either previously 
impossible to obtain or required 
the use of two consecutive cam 
sections (or feeds) of the LH-6 
machine. With the jacquard 
mechanism making the individ- 
ual needle selections, an almost 
limitless variety of self designs, 
fancy stitch effects, color designs, 
plain and striped fabrics, with 


or without panels, are possible 
all with knit on tubular, | x |, 
2 x 2, or other rib cuffs. Among 
the stitch possibilities are: 

e Plain jersey body. 

e Jersey design on links and 
background. 

e Designs consisting of areas 
of jersey, reverse jersey, links 
and links and cross links and 
panels of all kinds. 

e Plain half cardigan or half 
cardigan background with selec- 
tive designs. 

e 2 x 2 rib in any part of the 
garment. 

e Colored float fabric with 
automatic or selective designs. 

e Tuck effects (automatic or 
selective). 

e Combination fabrics of 
stitches and color previously con- 
sidered impossible to knit on 
circular links machines. 

Previously the jacquard mech- 
anism as applied to the LH-6 
machine was limited to making 
individual needle selections at 
each lower cylinder knitting sec- 
tion or feed from any one of the 
following combinations depend- 
ing on the cam set-up in that 
section at that time. 

e Knit or welt 

e Knit or tuck 

e Transfer or tuck

e Transfer or welt 

In the above combinations 
any one needle is limited to 
one of two choices when passing 
through any one lower knitting 
cylinder section or feed. When 
making certain fabrics or stitch 
combinations it was often neces- 
sary, on the LH-6 machine, to 
utilize the selections available in 
two consecutive lower sections 
in order to obtain the required 
results. For example, when knit- 
ting self designs in half cardigan 
fabrics the first section would be 
used to make up the purl part 
of the pattern by selecting cer- 
tain needles to be transferred to 
the upper knitting cylinder while 
the remaining needles would be 
knit off in the lower knitting 
cylinder. On the next section 
those needles that had been trans- 
ferred to the upper knitting cyl- 
inder remained in that cylinder 
and knitted the purl background. 
The needles remaining in the 
lower knitting cylinder were se- 
lected to knit or allowed to pass 
through the welt channel and 
were raised to the tuck position 
by the action of the tuck cam. 

The next upper section was 
used to return all needles to the 
lower knitting cylinder so that 
the sequence could be repeated. 
When fabrics were produced in 
this manner it appeared that the 
second section had made three 
separate selections at one time 
when actually the combined se- 


lective capacity of two consecu- 
tive sections were required. On 
the LHDS-6 machine this same 
fabric as noted above could have 
been produced using a single 
section to make the necessary 
selections. 

The jacquard mechanism cam- 
ming for the LHDS-6 machine 
has been redesigned so that now 
an individual needle may be se- 
fected at each cylinder knitting 
‘section or feed for any one of 
four different actions, knit, tuck, 
transferor welt. 

Substantial changes have been 
made in the lower portion of the 
LHDS-6 lower cylinder race cam 
section which formerly consisted 
of the jacquard knit cam and 
the jacquard transfer cam. The 
LH-6 system used a short or long 
single butt push jack which was 
lifted onto the jacquard knit cam 
by the action of a rocker lever 
selected by the jacquard mecha- 
nism from a punched pattern 
card. The pattern card was in- 
dexed six times, once for each 
section, for each revolution of 
the knitting head, permitting 
each needle only one selection 
from the pattern card at each of 
the six sections or feeds. 

The new LHDS-6 system con- 
sists of a double butt push jack 
(the upper butt may be short or 
long and the standard set-up is 
2 x 2, the lower butt is long 
only), operating through a special

At a point “A” the upper butt 
may be selected up onto the first 
jacquard dividing cam and this 
same push jack may be rese- 
lected at a point “B” raising the 
upper butt onto the jacquard 
transfer cam. If this push jack 
were not selected at point “A”. 
it could be selected at point “B”, 
raising the upper butt onto the 
second jacquard dividing cam. 
Both selections are made by the 
jacquard mechanism from a 
punched pattern card. (See Fig. 
|) The pattern card is indexed 
12 times, twice for each section, 
for each revolution of the knit- 
ling head which permits two 
needle selections from the pattern 
card at each of the six sections 
or feeds. 

The LHDS-6 machine con- 
tains the same upper and lower 
knitting cylinder cam sections as 
are used on the LH-6 machine. 
The links and links courses at the 
lop of the garment, the separa- 


tion course, the rib cuff and all 
plain bodies are still produced 
in the same manner as on the 
regular LH-6 machine. (The 
2 x 2 cam selects the needles 
for the 2 x 2 rib cuff, at section 
+3, the same as on the LH-6 
machine, using the 2 x 2 upper 
butt push jack set-up). 

For jacquard-patterned fabrics 
where individual needle selection 
is necessary, either for stitch or 
color, the jacquard mechanism 
is put into operation and all 
lower knitting cylinder section 
cams (gate cams, French welt 
cams and tuck cams) are taken 
out of operation while the trans- 
fer cams and gate cams on all 
upper knitting cylinder cam sec- 
tions are put into operation so 
that all needles that are transfer- 
red to the upper knitting cylinder 
are knitted and returned to the 
lower knitting cylinder section at 
each feed for reselection by the 
jacquard mechanism. The selec- 
tion of the needles is then com- 


section passes, therefore, we 
must consider the pattern card 
index holes in groups of two. 

The automat levers when op- 
erating for section +1, for in- 
stance, would be controlled by 
any holes punched in rows | and 
2 on the pattern card, the auto- 
mat levers when operating for 
section +2 would be controlled 
by holes punched in rows 3 and 
4 on the pattern card, etc. Fig. 2 
shows a portion of the jacquard 
pattern card for the LHDS-6 
machine indicating how the card 
would be punched to select a 
needle for any one of the four 
possible selections in section #1. 

In Fig. 2 the following will 
be noted: 

1. No hole has been punched 
in either Row +1 or in Row 
+2 for automat lever +1, there- 
fore, no selection is made for that 
lever and the needle controlled 
by that lever will pass through 
section +1 in the welt position. 

2. One hole has been punched 
in Row #1 and no hole has

Colors And Collars 


Draw Minnesotans 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. 
New colors like wheat and new 
collar treatments drew buyers 
of knitted outerwear at the 
Men's and Boys’ Wear Buying 
Week of the Upper Midwest 
Men’s Apparel Club, Inc., Jan- 
yary 29-31. 

Ralph Paetz, executive sec- 
retary of the sponsoring organ- 
ization, said that traffic had been 
exceptionally good that 
merchants were optimistic. How- 
ever, although the merchants 
were placing orders, most of 
them were smaller than was cus- 
jomary. 

Most exhibitors of knitted 
outerwear, though, said they had 
experienced a very good market 
and were well pleased with re- 
sults. Warren Nelson, Munsing- 
wear, Inc., Minneapolis, said 
that he had done a good job with 
the firm’s Grand Slam golf shirt 
for both men and boys. The 
boys’ sport shirt line had moved 
especially well in the $3 retail 
bracket. The men’s numbers at 
$5 sold best, he said. There was 


considerable interest boat 
neck styles in both men’s and 
boys’ sport shirts, Nelson said, 
and the best colors were sage, 
olive and wheat. 

Bob Urista, H & H Knitwear, 
Minneapolis, said that textured 
patterns in Durene cotton knit 
sport shirts retailing at $4.95 
got the nod of buyers in his 
showroom. Best shades were 
light green, gold, olive, white 
and black. In swimwear stretch 
fabric trunks, the 14-inch 
length, retailing at $3.95 and 
$4.95 were the most interesting 
to merchants. 

Bill Watson, Robert Bruce, 
Inc., said he had done a good 
job with knitted golf shirts in 
100 percent cotton and blends 
of Arnel and cotton. In the reg- 
ular knit sport shirts all cottons 
and Dacron and cotton blends 
were good numbers. Sweater 
shirts of 100 percent Antron 
in such colors as wheat, Air 
Force blue, cypress green, rust 
and white appealed to buyers. 
Boat and V-necks were espe- 
cially good sellers as well as 
shirts with push-up sleeves. In 
swimwear trunks with knit sides, 
trunks of Helanca were very 
big, Watson pointed out. Orlon 


was the fiber that moved best 
in sweaters, and a traditional 
tennis-type sweater with the V- 
neck moved very well, he de- 
clared. Zipper type Orlon cardi- 
gans also got the nod of buyers, 
Watson said. 

Jack McKay, Akom_ Knit- 
wear, Inc., said that his best 
sport shirt numbers had shawl 
collars and high V-necks. Sage, 
commander blue and gold were 
especially good, he said. 

Jack Cohen, Hartog of Cali- 
fornia, said he had done very 
well with styled sweat shirts in 
high colors and the matching 
Bermuda shorts. There was in- 
terest in a variety of collar treat- 
ment including the shawl, high 
V, johnny and boat necks, he 
emphasized. Subtle tones also 
were good knitted sport 
shirts, Cohen declared, and 
there has been a resurgence of 
Orlon knit shirts in both colors 
and patterns, he stated. 


Dave Thomas, Campus 
Sweater & Sportswear Co., said 
many stores had let their in- 
ventories get low and he had 
done well with his entire line 
of knitted sport shirts and swim- 
wear.

A  sub-theme — 
clahh colors — facilitates this 
element of good planning and 
in itself becomes a unifying fac- 
tor even if its name seems to 
connote the contrary. Basically, 
the featured color offerings for 
the summer season are aqua, a 
yellowed green, orange ice 
(orange with a coral tinge) and 
pink mauve. (There is the usual 
array of staple colors, but these 
specific shades fit into the clash 
color scheme.)

— Knits sold 
well at the spring and summer 
market of the Southern Apparel 
Exhibitors February 5-7 at the 
Fontainebleau Hotel. 

Black and purple made a deep 
impression in Helanca, low-back 
itted swimsuits at one exhibit. 
The knobby look was another 
important swim suit facet, with 
red, purple and floral prints cre- 
ating a stir. 

Every exhibitor showing swim 
wits found the extremely low 
back important, and button trim 
an exciting new accent. Novel 
weaves were shown, and lilac 
and heliotrope were strong col- 
ors. 
T-tops were important in 
casual wear and knit Capris 
were good in almost every resort 
line. Helanca slim jims were of 
great interest, with little button 
decor at the bottoms. Bold 
stripes were strong, and laven- 
ders were good in casual sports- 
wear, with tangerine showing 
promise, along with other vivid 
colors for Easte.. 

Cotton knit shirts with three- 
quarter and short sleeves, as 
well as sleeveless, and some with 
tassel trim, poncho bottoms, 
boat necklines, V, and collar 
necklines sold well. One har- 
lequin number of very strong 
colors, was going ove: big. 

In sweaters, basic knits in 
white, and high shades, includ- 
ing aqua, pink, coral, rose and 
blue, were good. Orlon bulkies 
stil held first place. In dressier 
sweaters, fur blends with wing 
and double collars were impor- 
tant. Flat knits in full-fashioned 
Ban-Lon were good, and ribbed 
knit inserts were popular in 
solid color sweaters. 

Screened prints in cotton 
knits are making a strong im- 
print on buyers, with calypso 
prints on candy stripes going 
well. A new length in pants, be- 
tween the Bermuda and Capri— 
just below the knee—were find- 
ig acceptance for casual occa- 
sions. 

Peacock, wild cherry, rambler 
tose, coral, horizon blue, tan- 
serine colors; fleur de lis, hex- 
agon and solid patterns were to 
be found in knit sportswear. The 
Helanca slim jim pants were 


stretchable, tight fitting and tub- 
able. 

Calypso screened prints or 
candy stripes, teamed with solid 
slim jims, Capris, Bermudas and 
other apparel were good sellers 
with all exhibitors. Mix-match- 
ing apparently has become a 
public favorite. 

At the Florida Fashion Coun- 
cil market week held in the 
Deauville Hotel, Miami Beach, 
one of the newest members, a 
firm which specializes in knits, 
was showing cottons and bou- 
cles. The solid pastel pants, all 
lined, were selling well, espe- 
cially in herringbone weave. 
These are usually teamed with 
white tops. 

This exhibitor reported all- 
white clam diggers, shorts and 
Capris, important. 

Pedal Pushers 

Strawberry festival pedal 
pushers were c nbined with an 
old-fashione:! round-necked 
blouse, with fu-l puffed sleeves. 
Stripes, solids ind checks in 
washable cotton knits made with 
easy-fit elastic waistline and 
scooped neckline were being 
shown in numerous combina- 
tions in easy tri vel dresses, com- 
ing in small, 1 edium and large 
sizes. Arnel : lids and stripes 
were good, and two-piece dresses 
in small pin striped knit with 
mix-match an-! solid combina- 
tions, were stiong. 

A packagd dress—a_ knit 
sheath—in various strong colors, 
was receiving considerable at- 
tention. Also boucle shoe string 
cotton knit short sets with shoe 
string blouses were being shown 
in gold, lilac, black and the very 
popular tangerine. Solid knits, 
with boucle inserts for trim, were 
being well received. 

Throughout all lines, high 
shades seem best for spring. A 
poodle screened print white cot- 
ton knit blouse was one of the 
best numbers.

producing the crossing over of 
the yarn. 

From the sectional beams, 
ie yarns are taken over the 
attachment and 
through the spacing combs 
which, for the sake of free ac- 
gssibility to the cam jacket and 
the needle doors, are arranged 
a movable manner through 
holes in the lapping rings to the 
needles where they are formed 
ito loops. Braking power is 
ipplied to the sectional beams 
by means of the band brakes 
which are lined with felt and 
vhich are connected with each 
other by means of flexible coup- 
ings. The braking intensity of 
ach brake is adjustable and 
can be increased or decreased 
by means of weights so that the 
braking power can be adjusted 
io suit the particular yarn that 
ison the beams. 

In order to form loops, the 


needles first move upwards, 
thereby moving through the 
yarn crossings. At the same 


ime the old loops move behind 
the latches. This is followed by 
the needles taking the yarn 
crossings into the needle hooks. 
This movement is assisted by 
the push bracket which rotates 
with the cam jacket and en- 
sures that the thread crossing 
are put securely into the hooks 
of the needles. The needles now 
move downwards until the old 
loops are knocked over—over 
the heads of the needles. The 
degree of knockover can be ad- 
usted by means of a microme- 
ler screw. 

In contrast to other knitting 
machines using latch needles, 
the amount of knockover is not 
altered if it is required to alter 
the fabric quality. The knock- 
over is only altered if a yarn is 
ued which lies outside the 
fange of counts normally used 
lor that particular gauge of 
machine. There is thus a reduc- 
lion of necessary machine ad- 
justmenis and a_ simplification 
in the operation of the machine. 
The fabric is taken from the 
needles »y means of a three- 
roller mechanism. This 


mechani: has two functions: 
p To take the fabric from the 
latch ne ‘es and to determine 


the speed at which the fabric is 
drawn from the needles and 
thereby the quality of the fabric. 
In order to change the fabric 
quality, the take-up drive re- 
sponsible for moving the take- 
up rollers is equipped with a 
change wheel arrangement so 
that a smaller or larger wheel 
can be fitted. After passing 
through the take-up rollers, the 
fabric is taken over by the in- 
dependently operating — fabric 
roller. The roller, by means of 
a slipping clutch, rolls up the 
fabric at a very uniform tension. 

The machine has an electric 
stop motion which consists of 
a knock off ring fitted with scan- 
ning needles. These needles feel 
the fabric a few millimeters be- 
low the loop forming edge. The 
pressure exerted by these nee- 
dles upon the fabric can be 
adjusted and can thus be altered 
to work with fabric of any 
thickness. The stop motion is 
arranged in such a way, that it 
interferes neither with the pas- 
sage of the threads to the 
needles nor with the operation 
of the machine. The stop mo- 
tion is very sensitive, and stops 
the machine immediately not 
only if a hole occurs in the fab- 
ric or if a thread breaks, but 
also in the event of mis-lapping; 
that is, when a needle did not 
receive a yarn cross consisting 
of two ends but one end only. 
In this case an opening occurs 
in the fabric which is at once 
entered by a feeler needle which 
then touches the needle cylin- 
der, thus closing a power circuit 
which stops the machine via a 
relay. 

At the same time a control 
lamp lights up to show the op- 
erative that the machine has 
stopped. This stop motion has 
thus two purposes: (1) To en- 
able the operative to supervise 
more machines with safety and 
(2) to reduce faulty fabric to 
a minimum. Messrs. Frauz & 
Plank claim that one operative 
can supervise four machines 
with ease. 

A special knock off ring is 
available for the manufacture of 
openwork-fabrics. This ring is 
equipped with very broad scan- 
ning needles, which stop the 
machine instantaneously, should 
a hole appear in this type of 
fabric. The machine is powered 
by a 1.5 h.p. electric motor
